ORDINANCE NO. 87- 12 

AN ORDINANCE OF PALM BEACH COUNTY BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
AMENDING THE SUBDIVISION AND PLATTING REGULATION OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY, FLORIDA, ORDINANCE 73-4 AS AMENDED, THE PALM BEACH COUNTY 
PUBLIC RIGHT OF WAY PERMIT REQUIREMENT AND FEE SCHEDULE ORDINANCE, 
NUMBER 76-2, AND THE PALM BEACH COUNTY STRUCTURE AND MATERIAL 
MOVING ORDINANCE, NUMBER 72-3 AS AMENDED, TO ESTABLISH A FEE 
SCHEDULE AND APPLICATION REQUIREMENTS FOR THE FUNCTIONS OF THE LAND 
DEVELOPMENT DIVISION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ENGINEERING AND PUBLIC 
WORKS; ESTABLISHING A UNIFORM FEE ORDINANCE; PROVIDING FOR SEVERA¬ 
BILITY, REPEAL OF CONFLICTING LAWS, EFFECT OF CAPTIONS, CODIFICA¬ 
TION, AND EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Subdivision and Platting Regulations of Palm Beach 
County, Florida, Ordinance No. 73-4, as amended, requires that the County 
Engineer, through the Office of the County Engineer or the Department of 
Engineering and Public Works ("Engineering Department"), review applica¬ 
tions for waivers of platting requirements and special exception subdivi¬ 
sions; review, process and inspect applications for preliminary plat and 
final plat approvals; review, process and inspect construction and develop¬ 
ment under said applications; review and make recommendations to the Board 
of County Commissioners for variances and exceptions to the Subdivision and 
Platting Regulations of Palm Beach County, Florida; and review, process and 
inspect rural subdivisions and other matters pursuant to the Subdivision 
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and Platting Regulations of Palm Beach County Florida; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Public Right of Way Permit Requirement 
and Fee Schedule Ordinance, Number 76-2, requires that the Engineering 
Department review, process and inspect applications and construction within 
public rights of way and establishes a fee schedule for same; and 

WHEREAS, other ordinances of Palm Beach County, including but not 
^ limited to the Palm Beach County Zoning Code, Ordinance Number 73-2 as 
amended, and the Palm Beach County Structure Moving Ordinance, Number 72-3 
as amended, requires reviews, processing and inspections by the Engineering 
Department in the course of the procedures established by such ordinances; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Engineering Department has conducted a study of the fees 
currently in effect and the resources used to conduct such reviews, 
processes and inspections and has found that it is necessary to increase 
^ certain fees and to implement new fees to appropriately charge those 
seeking to construct and develop in Palm Beach County; 

WHEREAS, it is appropriate and desirable that the persons benefitting 
from and utilizing the services of the Land Development Division of the 
County Engineer fund, to the greatest extent practicable, the operations of 
the Land Development Division. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, as follows: 

Section 1 . Section VI, Applications and Fees, of Article VII of the 
Subdivision and Platting Regulations of Palm Beach County, Florida, 
Ordinance 73-4, as amended, codified as Appendix B of the Code of Laws and 
Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida, is created to read:

SECTION VI. Applications and Fees 

A. Applications. The County Engineer shall, as he deems necessary and 
from time to time, promulgate application forms and procedures for any 
review, inspection, waiver, exception, permit, and variance procedure 
set out in or made pursuant to this ordinance. 

B. Fees. The Board shall establish a schedule of fees for all publica¬ 
tions; applications; advertising; reviews; procedures; and, any other 
services or processes made pursuant to this Ordinance. Any lack of 
provisions for a fee in any Article, Section, Paragraph, sentence, or 
clause shall not be construed as a limitation on the authority of the 
Board to adopt a related fee. Such fee schedule may be adopted by 
resolution of the Board of County Commissioners. 

C. All applications for approvals and utilization of the procedures of the 
County Engineer shall be accompanied by a fee in the amount as estab¬ 
lished by the Board and shall be paid at the time required by the Board 
or County Engineer. 

Section 2. Paragraph (b) (3) of Section III, Preapplication, of Article 
VIII of the Subdivision and Platting Regulations of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, Ordinance 73-4, as amended, codified as Appendix B of the Code of 
Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida, is repealed as follows:

Section 3. Paragraph (f) of Section IV, Master Plan, of Article VIII of 
the Subdivision and Platting Regulations of Palm Beach County, Florida, 
Ordinance 73-4, as amended, codified as Appendix B of the Code of Laws and

Section 4. Paragraph A. of Section V, Construction Plans and Preliminary

Beach County, Florida, Ordinance 73-4, as amended, codified as Appendix B 
of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida, is 
amended to read as follows: 

A. Upon approval of the master plan by the Subdivision Committee, or, in 
case of a planned unit development, approval of the final master land 
use plan or site plan by the Site Plan Review Committee the developer 
shall have prepared and shall submit to the County Engineer’s Office 
within six (6) months one-set an application for plan and plat review. 
Said application shall be accompanied by two (2) sets of construction 
plans and six (6) sets of the preliminary plat along with a nonreim¬ 
bursable f ee. of-f if ty-dollars--($50700)--payable-to-the-Board-of-County 
CommissionersT The subdivision of a large tract of land may be 
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developed in two (2) or more increments and the developer may submit 
construction plans and a preliminary plat for approval to develop the 
subdivision in increments. The construction plans and preliminary plat 
shall coincide with the master plan, or site plan, as approved, and any 
major deviation desired by the developer must be approved by the 
subdivision committee or site plan review committee by application from 
the developer and resubmittal of the appropriate plan and fee . 

Section 5. Paragraph (D) (1) of Section V, Construction Plans and Prelimi¬ 
nary Plat, of Article VIII of the Subdivision and Platting Regulations of 
Palm Beach County, Florida, Ordinance 73-4, as amended, codified as 
Appendix B of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, is amended to read as follows: 

1. When the County Engineer's Office finds that the construction plans and 
preliminary plat as submitted do not meet the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance,'^ the County Engineer shall advdse the developer's engineer in 
writing and reference shall be made to the specific article, section 
and paragraph with which the plans and plat do not comply. Upon such 
findings, the developer's engineer shall make the corrections or revi¬ 
sions as defined in the written statement and shall resubmit the con¬ 
struction plans and preliminary plat within sixty (60) days from the 
date of notice. Failure to resubmit the plans and plat within sixty 
(60) days will require a new application, an—additional-fee—of-£ifty 
doiiars-fSSeTeef. 

Section 6. Paragraph (A) of Section VI, Preparation of Final Plat, of 
Article VIII of the Subdivision and Platting Regulations of Palm Beach 
County, Florida, Ordinance 73-4, as amended, codified as Appendix B of the 
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Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida, is amended as 
follows:

Section 11. Section 5, Fees, of Ordinance No. 72-3 as amended, codified as 
Section 42-45, Article III, Moving of Structures, of Chapter 42 of the Code of 
Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida is amended to read as follows: 
Section 5. Fees . 

Each application filed for a structure moving permit shall be accompanied by 
payment of a the fee of-£i£ty-dollars-($50T001-to cover the cost of admini¬ 
strative review and inspection. Said fee shall be established, from time to 
time, by resolution of the Board of County Commissioners. 

Section 12. There is hereby created the Palm Beach County Land Development Fee 
Schedule Enabling Ordinance, as follows: 

A. Intent . It is the intent of this ordinance that the functions and services, 
including publications, of the Land Development Division of the Department of

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Engineering and Public Works be funded to the greatest extent practicable by 
person utilizing and served by the Land Development Division. 


B. Fee Schedule . The Board of County Commissioners ("Board") shall by resolu- 
-tion establish, from time to time, a fee schedule to fund the various 

functions and services of the Land Development Division of the Department of 
Engineering and Public Works ("Land Development Division"). A fee shall be 
paid in accordance with the schedule established by the Board ("Fee 
Schedule") for applications, permits, reviews, records searches, publica¬ 
tions, legal advertisements, and other administrative services of the Land 
Development Division and shall be paid at the time established by the County 
Engineer. Lack of provision in any ordinance, resolution, administrative 
order, policy, or memo for a fee shall not be construed as a limitation on 
the authority of the Board of County Commissioners to adopt a related fee. 

1. ^^ptiqns. Applications, petitions or permits initiated officially by 
Paljn Beach County by its duly authorized agencies or officers are exempt 
from the payment of fees under the Fee Schedule. Additionally, any 
exemption from payment of fees specifically set forth in any ordinance of 
Palm Beach County shall govern. 

2. Failure to obtain a permit. The permit fee shall be four (4) 
times the fee set by the Board of County Commissioners pursuant 
to this section B should work commence prior to the issuance of a 
permit as required by the County Engineer. 

C. A nnua l Review . The Fee Schedule shall be evaluated and adopted on an annual 
basis on or about the first day of October of every year, commencing with the 
year 1988. The annual evaluation shall be conducted by the County Engineer. 
The Home Builders and Contractors Association, Associated General Contractors 
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and the Florida Engineering Society shall be given the opportunity to 
participate in such annual review. If a new Fee Schedule is not adopted by 
the first day of October of each year the Fee Schedule of the prior year 
shall remain in effect until a new schedule is adopted. 

D. Pos ting of Schedule; Time of Permit; Nonreimbursable Fee. The Fee Schedule, 
as amended from time to time, shall be posted in the Land Development 
Division. All applications and permits, as the case may be, shall be 
accompanied by the required fee. Any application not accompanied by payment 
of the required fee shall be deemed incomplete and shall not be processed. 
All fees shall be non-reimbursable, unless otherwise stated in the resolution 
of the Board, and shall be payable to the Board of County Commissioners upon 
request for services or advertisement, submission of an application, or 
issuance of a permit, as determined by the County Engineer. 

—ili Severability. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, 
or word of this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be unconstitu¬ 
tional, invalid, inapplicable, inoperative, or void, such holding shall not 

affect the remainder of this ordinance or its applicability to other facts and 
circumstances. 

Section 14. Repeal of Laws in Conflict. Any local laws, and ordinances applying 
to the unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of 
this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Section 15. Captions. The captions, section headings, and designations are for 
convenience only and shall have no effect on the interpretation of the provi¬ 
sions herein. 

S ^y.on 16. Codification. This Ordinance shall be codified in the Code of Laws 
and Ordinances of Palm Beach County and the sections of this ordinance may be 
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renumbered or relettered to accomplish such codification. 

—Effective Date. The provisions of this Ordinance shall become 
effective upon receipt of acknowledgment by the Secretary of State.
